THE POPE'S DECREE. 


A Circular 'Letter 
in Regard to Fast 


Duys. 


BOSTON, July 9. —In an investigation 


of the published reports from New 
York that the pope had promulgated a 
decree abolishing all days of abstin- 
ence in the year except Friday, even 
during Lent, the decree being made 
applicable onlv to poor persons and 
their families, it was learned that the 
following- circular relative to the sub- 
ject had been sent to all pastors of the 
Boston diocese: 
Archbishop Kioe. Union Park street, Boston: 


"Reverend Dear Sir: 
In nnswor to a peti- 


tion from the most reverend archbishops, the 
holy see. by an indult Riven M;vrrh 15, for ten 
years, hns grunted to thu bishops of the United 
States the faculty of dispensing from tho law 
of abstinence on certain days in favor ol work- 
ing people. 


"By virtue of this InthiU nnd of the lenten 


dispensation the use of flesh meat Is permitted 
on all days of the years except Friday, Ash 
Wednesday. Wednesday nnd Saturday in holy 
week and the vifiilo Christmas. 


On fast clays covered by that indult persons 


who lire bound to fast niny use meat only once, 
but those exempt from the obligation of fast- 
ing by reason of age. hc-ilth, etc.. are not thus 
limited. The use of meat und rtsh at the same 
meal is not allowed. • 


The dispensation is to be considered as 


granted, not only to tho individual working 
men or women, but to their entire households. 


Pastors and confessors are counseled to use 


discretion in urging or relaxing the fulfillment 
of the law. carefully distinguishing between 
the grave reasons which in themselves exempt 
from the obligations and the lesser reasons 
which are sufficient to justify a dispensation. 
In the usual announcements mr.de from the 
pulpit conccr:i'.n<; the laws of fastint; and absti- 
nence special mention is to bo made of this 
Indult and the fnithful should be advised to 
perform some other work of penance or self- 
denial, as for example, abstinence from all 
kinds of intoxicating drinks."

calls a Little Experience 


With the Trio of FaraoiiH llnnU Thieves 


Who Recently Kscnpert from New York 


City JuU-Thtfy Visited Portsmouth 


Ouco Rixl Wanted to ExamUio

Bnnk Safes. 


The rocont escape of the trio of post- 


office thieves from the Ludlow street 
jail in New York City recalls to tho 
mind o! Ex-Marshal Frod Schmitt a 
llttlo experience ho" 'had with two of 
these famous crooks. 


The particulars connected with their, 


daring escape from the jail iii broad 
day light are familiar to all who have 
boon reading tho daily papers of the 
last wcok. It was tho most daruig 
and successful attempt at jail delivery 
over attempted in this country. Iho 
THOU walked out of prison at 8 o clock 
in the morning, right before several 
guards 
who had boon.,placed 
over 


them to watch thoir movements. They 
not only made good their escape but 
have boon suiCtwsful in keeping their 
whereabouts unknown evor since, fho 
shrewdest detectives in the country 
have boon unable to 
locate them. 


Postmaster General Wilson has offered 
a reward of 81,000 ouch for their cap- 
ture. -The rnun were arrested for rob- 
bing tho Springfield, III., postoffloo of 
stamps to the value of *25,00<K 
Thoy 


were confined in tlto Ludlow street 
jail Now York city awaiting the ex- 
tradition papers to transfer thorn to 
tho Springfield jail. 


Their escape has caused no end of 


comment in iho East. H is generally 
thought that they bribed the guards 
and jail officials. It is known that 
thoy hud offered the guards 35,000 each 
for a chance to gain their liberty. 
This is tho first escape from the- Lud- 
low jail for twenty years. The thieves 
who escaped wore Joseph Killoran, 
Chas. Alien and Harry Russell. They 
belonged to tho gang of bank burglars 
who under tho leadership of Maximil- 
Han Shlnburn, lately turned their at- 
tention to tho postofficos in tho country 
towns, 


Killoran and Allon once visited this 


city four or five years ago and it was 
then that ex-Marshall Schmitt made 
their acquaintance, 
They cnmo here 


for tho evident purpose of robbing one 
of tho banks but were driven out oJ 
.town by tho marshal, 
They visited 


several of the banks :and representing 
themselves as newspaper 
reporters 


wanted to examine the locks on the 
bank safes. 
They produced papers 


cards and everything, showing theii 
connection 
with 
one 
of 
^thc 


loading 
Cincinnati 
dailies. 
They 


produced 
* letter from tho editor 


of that paper commissioning them lo 
make an examination of the safes and 
vaults in this city. They were fault 
lessly dressed and very polite in al 
their manners. 
A shade of suspicion 


was aroused by their actions and UK 
police officials wore consulted. 
Mar 


shal Schmitt was soon convinced o 
their crookedness when ho learned tlu 
modus oporandi of their work, lie 
wont to'Killornu and his pal, who were 
stopping fit tho Biggs, and warnec" 
thorn, to loavo town before morning 01 
thoy would bo urrcstod and locked uj 
on suspicion- Thoy tried to argue the 
question with tho officer, but he wouk 
not Ustoivto them, ami tho next morn 
ing when the marshal called at the 
hotel they were gone. They had lef 
in the night very mysteriously, with 
out stopping to settle up their hote 
bill for two day's lodging. An attemp 
was mmlo to trace them up, but al 
efforts to locaU) thorn proved useless. 


Killoran began his career as a ban! 


robber, but of late yours developed into 
au expert postollico thief. 


As "Joe Howard" ho robbed a baul 


at Watorford, N. Y,, early in the seven 
tics, and was houteucod to Siug Sing 
for five years. 
He escaped after servin 


part of his sentence, but was recap 
turcd and afterward pardoucd. 


In tho summer of 1S70 he was arrest 


cd for tho attempted robbery of a ban! 
at Wilmington, Del. lie wasconvicte 
and sentenced to remain in the pillorj 
one hour, rocoivo forty lashes and scrv 
a bentonco of ton yours in prison. 


It did not take Killoran long to di 


his way out of prison. 
He was not re 


captured for ton years, when the Pink 
ertous picked him up in Chicago as 
suspicious person, 


Six months later Killoran robbed 


bank at Cold water, Mich., and tool 
$10,000 worth of diamonds. Ho reachci 
Philadelphia with his booty, where h 
was caught and sontto prison for seve; 
years. 
After serving 
his timo h 


turned up at Eastou, Pa,, where h 
robbed a bank, was captured 
an 


served four years. 


Charles Allon became a pickpocke 


in Chicago before tho big firo. In ISO 
ho was scut to Joliot Prison for fiv 
yours, and on his release camo East 
Ho served eighteen mouths in Eugluu 
and three, years iu Switzerland fo 
sneak batik robberies. The police re 
gard him as one of tho most talente 
sueak thieves alive. 


Mr. Schmitt is positive he woul 


know Killoran if ho should ever se 
him again. Ho had a peculiar shape 
head..with very heavy black eyebrows 
in fact, ho had tho appearance of 
typical villum with the grace and man 
ners of a Beau BrumtnelL
